Under R. leptophylla, Rehder refers to two Maire specimens but appears 
to have confused them.

The label of only one of the two specimens bears the 
name R. pruniformis in Leveille’s handwriting and the specimen accompanying 
this label fits Leveille’s description. Although the field notes for the two 
specimens are very similar, the label of the type specimen does not bear the 
words “haut 1.50 m.” as cited by Rehder.

The other label does not indicate that it is a Bodinier specimen but 
Leveille would probably have known by whom the specimen was collected. 
Moreover, it bears the name Xanthoceras enkianthiflora Levi, in what is 
almost certainly Leveille’s hand. 

The third specimen Rehder mentions, Cavalerie s.n. v 1912, is present in 
Edinburgh.
